Thoy are shor} coated 
and thick-skinned, and stand the hot 
weather the bost of any breed. Our hoavy 
dratt horses here have the lrardest work in 
hot weather.

THE SHOOTING, 

On the day of the shooting the young 
man called at her boarding-house, and ask- 
ed-her to take lunch with him.and bis 
sister, but sherefused.: He returned about 
8 o'clock under the pretence of enquiring 
after the health of her friend. The object 
of his passion+was darning siookings, but 
ho insisted that “Olara” (Mra, Stanton) 
shoula go out with him. She-told him to 
go to work or his employer would dis- 
charge him, that he bad been drinking and 
mast not trouble as she did not wish for 
his attention, and, finally, that if ho persis- 
ted in romaiaing she would call to her nid 
fomo one in the house who would eject 
him. With the intention of intimidating 
him she stepped to the door, and, opening 
it, told him to leave, Stepping toward her, 
he said, “Clara, when oan [soe youagain?” 
“Never,” replied the women, “you have 
persecuted me with your silly nonsense as 
long as I can bear it. You aro not oaly 
dragging me down but yourself. Go to 
work, and bo a man, and loave me to make 
my own way in tho world, 

A DOUBLE BULLET. 

Bofore the last word of the above sen- 
tence had been fally uttercd the insane 
lover placed the muzzle of a revolvor 
withia six inches of the woman's faco and 
fired, Mrs. Stanton fell to the floor, and 
he then toraed the revolver on himself and 
fired two shots. One lodged in the ceiling 
ot the room, the other entered belind his 
right ear. Ho fell on the floor apparently 
dead. Mrs, Stanton recovered before the 
physicians arrived, and roaching into hor 
mouth drew out two teoth and the builet. 
The bullet struck her in the right cheek, 
along the line of the jawbone, knocked ont 
two tooth, and dropped under the tongue. 
Tho wound is not dangerous, but will mar 
the lady's beauty awd compel her to keep 
her mouth closed for some timo, and at 
any rate prevent her from talking freely, 
which to a woman is torture. 

Moffatt’s wound was thought tobe more 
serious, but it was found that only a scalp 
wound had been inflicted. Tho ball was 
found lodged behind tho riglit ear between 
the scalp and tho skull, flattened into two 
pieces. When Moffatt recovered his 
senaes, ho cricd, “Oh! Clara, if you had 
only saved mo, if you had only loved me.” 
He also said, “I was mad,” “but I loved 
the woman, aud I could not live without 
her,” Mrs. Stanson was interviewed by a 
reporter, anf said:—"I have known 
Moffatt loss than two yonrs, and first mot 
him at Detroit at » private boarding hone, 
kept by a family whom I formerly know.

the Government had fall powera, but ho

/ was still so bad that he wanted the Govern, 
ment to let the rules of procedcre wait un- 
til a fresh Act securing punishment for | 
oulrages had been passed. The Coercion 
Act had broken up the Leagae, or put it 
under petticoats, and rents wero being 
better paid, but ho feared the uncondition- 
4l relonse would unde all the good ctlects 
of the Act. Justifying the arrest oi 
Mr. Parnoll, he set Mr. Parnell, if 
he had been allowed, would have be- 
come the nncrowned king of Ireland. 
Mr, Forster declared that the proceedings 
of tho imprisonc! members Lad been far 
moro dangerous than icdividual inoite- 
ment to outrage, Mr. Forster eaid if all 
England could not govern Mr. Parnoll lot 
the Government acknowlodgo that Lois the 
greatost power in Ireland. Bat ho belicy- 
od neither such an admission nor weaken- 
Ing concessions were necessary. Botter 
éven the hideous secret societios thas pay- 
ing blackeail to law-broakors, This was 
received with roars of Opposition cheering, 
Mr. Forster feared the price which would 


have to be paid for the immediate diminue 
tion of the outrages which might be pro- 
duced by the unconditional release of Mr. 
Parnell would be weakening to the power 
of any Government to protect life and pro- 
péerly. Mr. Parnell firetentered the House 
while Mr, Foreter was speaking, and was 
loudly cheered. 

Mr. Gladstone said ithad been intimat- 
ed to him that the “no rent" manifesto 
would be withdrawn. Messrs. Dillon, O'- 
Kelly and Sexton stated that such an inti- 
mation was withovt their authority, Mr. 
Gladstone stated that tho intimation came 
from Mr. Parnell, bat as that gentleman 
was then absent, Mr. Gladstone declined 
making any further statement. Mr. Glad- 
stone warmly praised Mr. Forster for not 
compromising Liberal principles. Mr. 
Gladstone declared there was no arrange~ 
ment with the Leaguers, but the Govern- 
ment availed themselves of information 
tendered by men ina position to offer it, 
It was intended at the earliesb moment to 
legislate on the arrears of rent. 

Mr. Pavnell denied that the question

A good permanent pastore, handy to the 
barn-yard, is very convenient, almost a 
uecossity, on every well rogolated farm, 
Sach a field needs to be well fertilized and 
cared for, thatit may give the best re- 
turns in an abundant supply of green food, 
for farm stock. A top-dressing of fine 
well-rotted manure in winter is excellent, 
but if not done, a dressing of 50 to 100 
pounds of nitrate of soda per nere may be 
apphed. tis best to sow this just before 
& shower,tbat the rain roay carry this very 
solnable tood to the roots of the planta, 
After sopplying the neccasary fertilizers, it 
is important not to overstock the pasture, 
Let the adjastment between the number of 
animals and the capacity of the field be 
such, that there may be ‘good feeding 
throughout the whole season. If each # 
pasture bas a nataral spring, its value is 
much increased, Tho next to this is a well

HAVING MACHINERY, 


The modern progressive farmer has 
may labor-saving machines within ‘his 
reach {o aid him in making hay. The 
soythe is servicable in cutting the grass in 
fence cornors. and around trees, but fur- 
ther than this it does bost when hanging 
ont of harm's way inthe barn, A rough 
field is now ccldom a good excuse for not 
using the horse mower, Ground too 
rough for this implement, should be put in 
Proper condition, or be left as a pasture, 
A “tedder’’ is a valnablo aid, as it facili- 
tates drying, and therefore the quicker 
housing of hay, thos escaping storms that 
roin much liny made in the old, slow way: 
All of Utese machines, from the mower to 
the horse fork, ahould be in gooi trim for 
wok belore the tinie for using theny. 
Every bolt, ‘#crew, hinge, and pulley, 
ought'to be examined now and put into 
place. This is the proper wors for the 
rainy daye, befcre the is resdy to 
cut. See to those little things—making 
such purchases as may be necee#iry, thus 
keeping aliead of the work, 

TREATMENT OF BONES. 

Bones accumulate on every farm, and a 
hunt for them will bring ont many more 
than one woul oxpect to find. When 
properly treated, they furnish very valu- 
bie foc for growing plants. Whoie 


ab. 
bones, as they are thrown ont from the 
kitchen, are so slowly decomposed, that 
they are of little use, unless applied very 
largely. They neod to be broken up or 
made fine in someway that the large 
amoant of phospheric acid, ete., contained 
in them may be available. It is not prac- 
ticable for ordinary farmers to have bone 
mills, and the next best thing is to break 
them up somewhat with an axe or heavy 
hammer, and mix ‘them with unleached 
ashes, keeping the heap moist enongh 60 
that the alkali will “eat” them and ren- 
der the bones soft, The bones thus treat- 
ed will crumble to fine pieces when dried, 
and are then ready to be spread upon. the 
land. Eevry farmer should see that all 
bones are thus made into a valuable home 
made fertilizer.

We Instely referre] to W. H. Vander 
bile's residence. as seen externally ; On- 
TARIO venders may enjoy this description 
of the interior, which we clip {rem the 
special correspondence ef the Boston 
Traveller. It is onthutiostic, bat doublless 
correct 

I entered a square vestibule, syrrounded 
with architraves of pale yellow marble, and 
before me stood a seperb malichite vase, 
occupying the centre of the room. Three 
more brovze doors, then opened into cloak 
roome and dressing rooms, and I entered a 
vast Hall, which extends the full height of 
the heuse, with gallerios on each sfory. 
Square colamns of a deep red marble, with 
rich capitals of bronze, support the gal- 
lerics. The balustrates running round 
them struck me as beautilal works of art, 
on whieh figures, wreaths and garlands 
shino in brass, against a background of 
bronze. A richly carved wainscott of Eug- 
lish oak surrounds the room. A great wood 
fire burned plenteously in a bonnteous 
fireplace, which reached tothe ceiling. 
Here bass ornaments, garlonds, &c., 
against a derk background, recall the 
work so ompliasized in France, in tho daye 
of Lonis XLV. Bronze female figures, red 
marble, everything superb ! 

Mrs. Vanderbilt received in the salon, 
which looks out on Fifth avenus, and the 
room is simply a casket of jewele. Itis 
dazzling. The prophyry columns are en- 
riched with seeming ametbysts, rabios dia- 
monds, and emeralds, ‘The gas lights 
shine from behint a veil of what seems 
to be precious stoner. ‘The woolwork is 
profusely caryel,inlaid with mother of 
pear), glided and toned down by glare. 
The balls are hung with pale crimson vel- 
vet, which is embrodered with flowers, 
butterflies (real ones in high relic’), and 
the same cut trystals which resemble the 
precious stones.

It is es noble, sincere and fine, as if Al- 
brecht Durer, and Peter Fischer, had 
made it with their honest band. So far as 
I know, it is tho most beautiful room in 
the world. 1 have secon the interior of 
some fifteen palaces io Europe, bat never 
one to compare with this. 

Tbe Japancee room opens out of this ; 
all the luxury and perfection of that cul- 
tivated nation displaying itself here. Even 
the carpet is of bamboo pattern. Here 
one could sit end read, and foel at home, 
80 exquisitely harmonious is the perfection 
of art and loxury. It testifies strongly to 
the skill, and resource, and intellect, 
which bas dominated over tho entire 
hause. The yellows and greens, the red 
lacquer work, the Miaco Iaquer, the Ja- 
panese uncut velvet in low tones, the 
cabinets of fantastic shape, the panels of 
bronze, picked out with gold and ailv 
all are Japancss, The learving and artis- 
tic genius which for three thoueand years 
has been dreaming in Japan, wekes up to- 
day in s lovely room in Fifth avenue. It 
is delicious (to uso a lady's word.) 

But there should be an heroic strain of 
masio played on silver trampet as Ons en- 
ters the dining-room. This room ig tri- 
umphant. Every day is a feast day in 
such aroom. Life assumes a new impor- 
tance as we see of what joy the eye is capa- 
ble. It isin the etyle of the Italian Ren- 
aissance, and the first impression is of 
grandeur and spaciousness. Its arched 
ceilings and paintings, by Laminnis; its 
beautiful detail of cilver notwork and gold- 
en vines (‘apples of gold in pictures of 
silver") which ornament the panels of the 
ceiling; its fine cabinets full of priceless 
porcelain and china; its heavy English oak 
chairs and tables; ils stamped leather; its 
silver, porcelain and gluss on rich consoles; 
its vases of Sevres, Worcester ond Dresnen, 
make thie hall of delight one of the most 
superb banquoting rooms in the world. 
Here Francis I. oizht have entertained 
Royal Henry. 

And here I met the modest man whose 
vast wealth and whose good taste and 
whose generons right band has scattered 
ail its boauty before his grateful fellow citi- 
zons. He seemed pleased with ono re- 
mark, which was, that by building such a 
house he had benefitted his countrymen. 
He had given thom models of good taste, 
correct coloring and forms of loveliness. 
How much more worth living is life with 
such a house to look at. The divine mis- 
sion of art is read to us in the admirable 
finish, eclection, workmavship and design 
of this superb palace. 

Mr. Vanderbilt seems always to bo apolo- ; 
gizing for being so rich and so generous. 
He is singularly unpretending, as aro all 
his family. I know no one who docs more 
good in « quiet way, and it is therefore fit- 
ting to see him in a palace such as the wild 
visions of Vathek or the splendid Oriental 
fancy of the Arabian Nights can alone sug- 
gest. The picture gallery, owing to its vast 
proportions,and its magnificent furnishing, 
is ths most impressive, although not the 
most surprising part of the house. Forty- 
oight feet leng, thirty-two feet wide, and 
thirty-five feet bigh, is this superb gallery, 
andjits filled with the choicest achieye- 
ments of mcdern art. § in Domingo mh i0g 
apy, carved into caryatides and pilasters, 
against black oak, make a magnificent 
framing for the works of Alma Tadenaand 
Gerome, Meissonier and Detaille, Alvarez 
and every other modern painter of note. 
Mr. Vanderbilt does not own’a bad picture, 
The ceiling is of opalesce and tinted glass. 
\ splendid divan,made in Scataria, of vel- 
vet and gold, ccoupies the center of the 
room. Tho vostibnie, which offers a sop- 
arate entranca to the picture gallery on 
fitp-firet atreet. is @ mass of mosaic, which 
was made in Venice. 

The marbles in this palace are the beauti- 
fol red and yellow Numidian, or African 
marble, brought from Africa, as is the 
onyx.

THE CORONER'S INQUEST. 

About four o'clock in the afternoon the 
Coroner's jury were got together and the 
inquest began. The evidence bronght out 
at the inquest brought the guilt home to 
Yorke. ‘Ihe medical evidence as to the 
cause of death, the dporition of the dead 
man, the confession of Yorke himself made
